Holds Meeting; Club 
Presidents Present 

Discuss Daily Publicity; 
I.S.S. Relief Campaign 

Plans for the establishment of n publicity co-ordinating 
committee having representatives for over thirty campus organ- 
isations, wore made Inst night at the second meeting of the McGill 
K.F.C.U.S. Council, held in the Union. 

The meeting which was attended by presidents or executive 
members of thirty-six campus clubs also' formulated plans for the 
retting up of special committees that would provide campus clubs 
with techniques for dealing with publicity, property material 
for social events, professional services for club business ad- 
ministration. 

First on the agenda was the problem of publicity for nil 
campus organizations. It was agreed that a committee should be 
established that would include representatives from all organiza- 
tions, including The Daily, to work out plans for fairer repre- 
icritation in the Daily, as regards publicity for all dubs. 

The next item dealt with the ISS* . 



(International Student Service) Re- 
lict Campaign, scheduled for Feb- 
ruary. Alex Morris, chairman of 
the ISS relief drive, outlined the 
plans for the campaign and .stress- 
ed the necessity for full co-opera- 
tion by all campus organization*. 
The first meeting of the ISS Relief 
Campaign Committee was called 
for next Thursday at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Union. Each club represented 
was asked to ."-end members to this 
meeting. 

Poster Itoom 

The third item discussed was the 
question of the organization of a 
poster and prop room to be at the 
disposal of all campus groups. It 
was generally felt that there was a 
need fo rthe establishment of a 
room, preferably in the Union, in 
which there was a common pooling 
by all clubs of items such as 
brushes, paints and properties. It 
whs decided that a committee 
should he set up. composed of rep- 
resentatives from all clubs to insti- 
tute this plan. 

Business Service 

The question of the eslahlirhmcnt 
of a part time professional business 
service for campus clubs was the 
last item of business. Dick Tro- 
mainc. President of the Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society, in- 
formed the meeting that such a ser- 
vice had already been established 
In the Arts and Science Undergra- 
duate Society and that this service 
could be extended and made avail- 
able to other clubs desiring it. It 
was agreed that this service be 
handled by the Arts and Science 
Undergraduate Society.

Gen Nite Held 
On Merits of 
Civil Service 



A Civil Service Gen Nite, 
jointly sponsored by the McGill 
Placement Service and the Arts 
and Science Educational Commit- 
tee, was held last night in the 
Balrnom of the Union. Chaired by 
the Registrar. Mr. Matthews, the 
speakers were Dr. Moffit and Mr. 
Code of the Civil Service, and Ma- 
jor Shaw of the Civil Service 
Commission of the National Em- 
ployment Service. A question 
forum was held following the ad- 
dresses of the speakers, and re- 
freshments were served at the in- 
formal conclusion of the meeting. 

The guest speakers offered brief 
outlines of the many departments 
of Government Service, ranging 
from the Bureau of Statistics to 
the- Department of External Af- 
fairs. In response to numerous 
questions, the officers described 
the methods of and qualifications 
for entrance, the general rates of 
pay, pension plans, chances of ad- 
vancement and other points. They 
emphasized the favorable compari- 
son of pay and working conditions 
in the Civil Service with those, of 
private industry. 

Interest was shown in the Ex- 
ternal Affairs Department, where 
entrance qualifications were strict 
and the veterans' preference 
scheme was outlined. The increas- 
ing number of positions open to 
women in the Civil Service was 
noted by Dr. Moffit. 



Canadian Students Lazy, 
Must Have Bus to Door

their buses drive right up to the 
door of their buildings. 

Students at the University" of 
Alberta have recently acquired a 
new bus route. It will run during 
the winter months— snow condi- 
tions permitting. This route is to 
cover the districts between the 
classes and the residences, and 
Edmonton itself. 

Veteran wives, and all students 
in residence at the University of 
Manitoba also want a bus route. 
A petition signed by four hundred 
individuals was presented to the 
comptroller of the university ask- 
ing that the university buses be 
re-routed so as to pass the Resi- 
dence Building after seven p.m. 



The reasons 
given were that the girls do not 
like to walk from the bus stop to 
the Residence after dark; the vet- 
erans' wives find it difficult to 
carry their babies and groceries 
from the bus stop to their homes; 
and both the Residence students 
and the residents of Veterans' Vil- 
lage feel that the walk to and 
from the bus stop in the cold 
winter is too long. 

At the University of British Col- 
umbia, the Students are able to 
ride to college now that the transit 
strike is over. For over a month 
"The rule of the thumb" had been 
the general practice. The students 
are also escaping the rise in bus 
fares. They will not have to pay 
the ten cent fare.

Melodrama Is 
Presented By 
Film Society

An enthusiastic but somewhat 
amused audience packed the main 
lecture room In the Biological 
Building yesterday afternoon to 
witness a psychological melodrama 
presented by the McGill Film So- 
ciety. Entitled "The Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari." this film has caused con- 
siderable controversy, since the au- 
dience is seemingly required to 
form its own conclusions as to the 
whys and wherefores of the plot. 

The story itself Is narrated by a 
certain Mr. Francis, who, it is later 
discovered, Is confined to an insti- 
tute for the mentally unbalanced. 
Mr. Francis' mania is of such a 
nature that in his mind he evolves 
a reign of terror during which his 
confrere is brutally murdered and 
his bethrothed is abducted by a 
somnambulist. 

The director of this institute is 
personified as the regulator of this 
homicidal sleep-walker, and the 
plot is subsequently woven around 
the sinister action of the former. 
The narrator eventually succeeds 
III turning the villain over to the 
proper authorities, namely, his 
own attendants, but the climax is 
reached when it is found that the 
tables are reversed and Mr. Francis 
is restored to one of "Dr. Callgari's" 
strait-jackets. 

On the whole, the actors tended 
to be over dramatic and often sen- 
timental with their poetic dialogue. 
The exagcrrated movements of the 
autors and the realistic scenery all 
tended to portray an imaginary 
world.

Boycott Shops;

Frcdcricton, Dec. 4. — (C.U.P.)— 
The Students' Representative Coun- 
cil, official society of the under- 
graduate body at the University of 
New Brunswick here, has decided 
to boycott places' accused of pre- 
judice, particularly four barber 
shops, it was announced today. 

The action came as a result of 
the refusal of these four shops, 
among the largest in the city, to 
give haircuts to three negro stu- 
dents attending the university. 

A protest is being circulated, and 
latest reports showed that 500 of 
the 1,400 students had signed. Let- 
ters have been sent to the Chamber 
of Commerce and the churches 
asking for co-operation. 

A special issue of The Bruns- 
wickan, the undergraduate weekly 
tabloid publication, will be issued 
tomorrow. It will be devoted to the 
protest.

'(Thii is the second in a scries oj editorials 
reprinted from various college newspapers across 
Canada. The scries is intended to give some 
idea of what our fellow students are thinking 
and the way in which they face some of their 
problems.) 

(From The Sheaf, University of Saskatchewan) 

Mr. R. W. Kcyscrlingk, managing direct or 
of the British United Press in Canada, delivered 
an address to a group of university students 
on the campus Sunday evening. The sum and 
substance of his talk was as follows: There arc 
two opposing forces at play in the world today 
. . . the forces of evil (Communism) and the 
forces of good (Christianity or the Western 
World). The struggle for supremacy between 
these forces is not that of communism versus 
capitalism; it is not a political or economic 
struggle. Essentially it is of a theological or 
moral nature. The one side is totalitarian be- 
lieving that the individual should serve the state; 
the other side is democratic believing in in- 
dividual liberty and that the state should serve 
the individual. 

So far, so good. 



However, at this point the speaker flew off 
on a tangent. He chose to ignore the grim 
reality with which we arc faced today and 
wandered off instead into a wild, blue yonder. 
His only solution for the grave problems facing 
civilization today appeared to lie in the Marshall 
Plan and the tough, moral fibre of the Western 
Christian World. Ho sloughed off the United 
Nations and atomic power as if they were of 
no consequence whatsoever. 

For one who holds down the position that 
Mr. Kcyscrlingk docs, the views he expressed 
are incredible to say the least. 

The minimum of what is required for world- . 
peace is a common world sovereignty which 
means that no state could act unilatcrnlly in 
its foreign affairs. This objective can only be 
reached through an effective United Nations. 
The alternative is that civilization as we know 
it will perish and the few that survive will return 
to a primitive barbarism. 

Mr. Keyscrlingk pointed to the futility of the 
U.N. so long as Russia uses the veto. He failed 



to mention that our good neighbor to the south 
insists upon the veto clause which is slowly but 
surely wrecking the world government and our 
only hope for peace. 

It was at this Etage that tho speaker's 
reasoning became pure poppycock. He inferred 
that the U.N. was doomed to failure so long 
as Russia remained a part of it and concluded 
that there would more than likely be physical 
violence before the Millenium is ushered in. 
What did Mr. Kcyscrlingk thing of atomic power 
in such a case? 

» • • 

This writer, for one, could scarcely believe, 
his cars at the answer. The speaker exclaimed 
that man thought the end was near with the 
advent of the bow and arrow. To draw an 
anology between the bow and arrow and atomic 
fission is not a good deal unlike comparing 
Tugboat Annie to Forever Amber. The only 
effective counter-weapon to the bow and arrow 
(as well as to the cannon and modern air power) 
has been retaliation . . . more bows and arrows, 
— more cannons, morn air power. But how can 
there bo retaliation of kind in an atomic war 
when the beginning by one side may be the 
ending as well? 

Dr. Leopold Tnfeld, who collaborated with 
Einstein on the book "The Evolution of Physics," 
has this to say on flic implications of atomic 
power: "The moral is clear: we have within 
our grasp all the technical means of destroying 
life on our planet. This conclusion is not an 
exaggeration. I know how nightmarish all this 
sounds, yet only if we paint in our minds con- 
cretely the details nf an atomic war, only then 
do wc see that war has ceased to be an alternative 
to peace, and has become, like death itself, the 
alternative to life." At another point, Dr. Tnfeld 
states "... there is no effective defence against 
atomic warfare." 

By way of conclusion, this is what Bertrand 
Russell, the philosopher, has to say regarding 
the probable outcome of an atomic conflict: 
"I dare say that if in the next war there arc two 
hundred millions on each side, one side will 
emerge with 100 survivors and the other with 
only ten. The one with n hundred survivors 
may then claim a glorious victory."

Vive de Gaulle! 

The Editor, 
Dear Sir: 
It seems that Mr. Lionel Albert 



is rather unsucccsfful in Riving an 
"historical background" to the 
desertion of the Communist party 
at the outbreak of the war in 1939 
In France. At that time the Rus- 
sian Government had just signed 
a non-aggression pact with the 
Germans (while Poland was in- 
vaded and British and French 
soldiers were dying to safeguard 
our liberty). 

So, the Communist party, fol- 
lowing the diktat of Moscow, went 
In a policy of appeasement which 
tended to diminish the war effort. 
Seeing this, Mr. Daladier (and not 
Mr. Laval!) declared the Commun- 
ist party illegal. Few hours before, 
Lt. Thorez deserted the French 
nrmy and fled to Moscow (to save 
his own skin as Mr. Albert 
suggests.) 

When France lost a battle, but 
not the war (to paraphrase gen- 
eral de Gaulle) the French people 
started In the country as well as 
outside, to organise the Resistance. 
But. and this should be remember- 
ed, the Communists did not join 



the Resistance until the German 
aggression on Russia. Then a 
miraculous volte-face occurred and 
they were more French than the 
President of the Republic himself. 

A lot of people died for France 
in the Resistance movement who 
were not communists: the majority. 
But those unknown did not have 
the well-organised propaganda and 
noisy machinery of the Communist 
party! They died for France, not 
for the defence of Moscow's inter- 
ests in France! 

Today, France is on the verge of 
a civil war wilfully prepared by 
the Communists to obtain the power 
at any price. Even sabotage has 
taken place. General de Gaulle is 
one of the few hopes left to France 
to overcome the difficult period 
now existing. And even if he was 
half as bad as Mr. Albert describes 
him, from two evils I would choose 
the least and I would shout with 
the great majorjty of the French 
people: Vive de Gaulle! '

Hayes Recital 
Success 



Yesterday's concert by Roland 
Hayes at the Ladies' Morning Mu- 
sical Club held many pleasant sur- 
prises for this reviewer. Firstly, as 
we had always heard him describ- 
ed as the famous tenor of 20 or 30 
years ago, wc rather expected to 
find Mr. Hayes vocally and physi- 
cally decayed if not senile. Nothing 
could be further from the tnith! 
Mr. Hayes, while not a young man, 
seemed vocally in his prime and 
physically active. 

In these days of leathery lunged 
operatic tenors, a singer such as 
Mr. Hayes, is bound to be some- 
what startling. His voice is small 
and he uses it with care and dis- 
cretion. His attack Is flawless, and 
he can give his voice an apparent- 
ly infinite range of coloring. The 
art of bel canto (a hackneyed term 
but applicable here) appears to 
have one of Its last guardians in 
this colored singer. 

His artistry also is impeccable. 
He is not one of the school of vio- 
lent operatic actors who find them- 
selves lost in a concert hall, but a 
true concert artist. His. interpreta- 
tions blend in with their frame. The 
program was a taxing one for any 
singer to attempt. The first group 
was from the earlier composers, 
starting with John Dowland's Come 
Again. Sweet Love, continuing with 
an air by Bach and one by Michael 
Haydn and ending with Beetho- 
ven's famous Adelaide. Then fol- 
lowed selections from Schubert, 
Schuman and Brahms, the last be- 
ing the most successful though all 
were relatively flawless. 

If Mr. Hayes' German and French 
diction was superlative, his beau- 
tiful English diction and articula- 
tion was even more of a treat to 
hear. Not many English singers 
seem to be able to speak English 
these days. 

A group of French songs follow- 
ed the German. There was one by 
Duparc. Faure's Prison seemed to 
me the song of the afternoon. It 
is a song in which the singer de- 
mands of the listeners what they 
have done with their youth. A pair 
by Debussy and Saint Saens' Danse 
Macabre concluded this group. 

In the spirituals which concluded 
the program, Mr. Hayes shed some 
of the austerity that usually charac- 
terizes his singing. He seemed to 
sound much more youthful singing 
these. The best were Plenty Good 
Room; and Ezekicl Saw de Wheel. 
An amusing encore was Mr. Banjo, 
a French-English cajun song from 
Louisiana. — A. P.

HOOP HISTORY 
Very often the average sports enthusiast is well acquainted with 
the rules, the players, and the statistics of a particular sport, but all 
too frequently, when queried on such topics as the origin and 
history of that sport, he is stumped. For this reason, and since basket- 
ball Is now in full swing, here's a history of this great fast sport, 
with some of the more important features in Its development. 

Basketball Is the only sport of wholly American— or should 
we say Canadian— origin, being invented by a McGill graduate ,Dr. 
James A. Naismith in 1891, when he was an instructor Rt the Inter- 
national Training School, Springfield. Mass. This college by the 
way, is now called Springfield College the old alma mammy of our 
football coach, Vic Obeck. Naismith's original intention in devising 
the game was to provide his athletes with a vigorous exciting sport 
fo keep them physically fit and entertained between football and 
baseball seasons. 

The nsme of the gsme is derived from the ball and basket 
used In the first contest, for the original basketball was > soccer 
ball and the Initial goals were 2 peach baskets, one at each end 
of s S5 ft x SO ft. court. This is s far cry from the specially con- 
structed hoops and ball of today. 
Original rules called for nine players on each team: three for- 
wards, three centers, and three guards. The first uniforms were full 
length gymnasium trousers and long sleeved jerseys. The "new 
look" in basketball has not only reduced the number of participants 
on each squad (from 9 to 5) but also taken off a good deal of their 
clothes, with just shorts and scanty jerseys being worn. 

CHANGES MADE 
Most of the hoop history is one of experimentation and rule 
changes. Here, for example, are the five basic principles of Nai- 
smith: 1) Throwing the ball in either direction, 2) No running with 
the ball, 3) No hard personal contact of the players, 4) Elevated 
goals, 5) A continuous attempt to gain possession of the ball. 

And now, here are some of the original rules which have been 
legislated out: 1) Two-handed dribble, 2) After the second personal 
foul, the villain was disqualified until a basket was scored, 3) If 
one team makes three straight fouls, it is counted as a goal for the 
other team, 4) An out-of-bounds ball belonged to 'the first person 
touching It, 3) The game was won by goals, not total points. 

It did not take long for the new sport to gain the interest of 
the students, for two years after its Invention (In 1803) the Amer- 
ican colleges adopted It And with the turn of the century, the 
cage rage was beginning to sweep the European athletic crowd. 
But the growth of this great sport was Impaired by three dif- 
ferent codes of rules: the Collegiate, the Amateur Athletic Union, 
and the Professional. Finally, In 1915, a Joint basketball com- 
mittee was organised which resulted In the adoption of » 
standard set of rules. 
Since then there have been few fundamental changes, most of 
the new aspects of the game being the result of modifications of the 
style of play, with such things as zone defence and the fast break 
making their appearance. 

ODDS 'N ENDS 

One dictionary defines basketball as: "A ball game played at 
girls* schools" (Mad Laughter!) ... The size of the basketball floor 
is not defined, save that it cannot be larger than 94 x 50 or smaller 
than 74 x 32 . . . most likely because the gyms vary in size, making 
exact floor dimensions difficult to observe . . . Basketball has a 
greater attendance and more participants than any other competitive 
sport in the United States . . . Annual attendance at college, scholast- 
ic, independent, and professional games in America was in excess 
of 100,000,000 (more than twice as much as baseball) ... Not only 
is the size and weight of the ball used rigidly defined, but also the 
bounce and the pressure (12 lbs) ... A change is being contemplated 
as to the position of the baskets . . . with the possibility that they 
may be placed 9 ins. higher and moved IS ins. further from 
the backboard . . . Mrs. Senda Abbott of Smith College wrote the 
girls' rules In 1900 . . . Basketball is only one of four sports where 
a McGill man had a hand in either its introduction or founding . . 
the others are hockey, football, and water polo.
